Woodcr est Subdivision goes to 
court to clear up property title

Woodcrest . Subdivision, 
located in the far northwest end 
of Ahtioch Township, will be. 
headed into court at the end of 
the month to clear up a title issue 
regarding, homeowner associa- 
tion property. In addition, the 
Woodcrest Homeowners 

Association is in the process of 
re-incorporating and will now 

* include homeowners from the 
old Sun Side Homeowners 
Association. 

Problems started for residents 
in i 1 980 when John Krueger, a Cook^ 
County resident, formed a land 
trust through a bank in New York 
State. According to the associa- 
tion's attorney, John Casey, 
Krueger included in the property 
description .the association's 
beach, parks, and easements. 
While Krucger's actions did not 

- make him the owner of the prop- 
erty, it did cause a cloud to be put 
on the title of the property. 

Krueger's actions did not 
immediately cause a problem for 
homeowners until' he placed a 
dock and building on the property. 
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"The pier Krueger placed on 
the property is an environmental 
hazard," said Bill Linniewicz, a 
resident of the subdivision. "It 
was originally condemned by the 
DNR (Wisconsin Department of 
Natural Resources)' when it was 
in Lake Delavan." 

Before Woodcrest can go into 
court to sue to quiet title, howev- 
er, the group must re-incorporate 
in order to have standing in 
court tike a number of home- 
owner associations, especially 
those with summer- only resi- 
dents, Woodcrest had not been 
active for a number of years. , 

"Our intent is to re-establish f" 
the Woodcrest Association. It is a 
simple task," explained Casey. "If 
the documents are signed today, 
the process could be complete at 
the end of the week. ( Then, we 
can go forward with the suit to 
quiet tide. The whole thing could 
be cleared up by the end of the 
year."- 

, In a kind of rural equivalent 
to buying the Brooklyn Bridge, 
Casey explained how the proper- 
ty controversy came about. 
"Anyone can just record the deed 
on any property," Casey told the 
homeowners. : "Then, there is a 
cloud on the tide. That's what 
happened here." 

In the meantime, Woodcrest 
residents are fighting mad. Many 
are hoping to interest the State's 
Attorney's office in an attempt 
to lodge charges against 
Krueger. Krueger was unavail- 



able for comment 

On a happier note, the associ- 
ation is now in the process of 
reorganizing and will include for- 
mer members of the Sun Side 
Association. The group will con- 
tinue to meet at the old Channel 
Lake school building, now owned 
by Kenneth Domanchuk. 
Domanchuk, who also owns 
property in the Woodcrest area, 
operates his business, the 
Antioch Mall, from the school 
building, and will host future 
meetings of the association in the 
meeting hall in the basement 
The group wm continue to meet 
on Saturdays to provide •greater 
opportunity for residents to 
attend. 

During last week's meeting, 
eight residents volunteered to act 
as founding directors of the asso- 
ciation's not-for-profit corpora- 
tion, Steve Kauz, Dawn Jones, 
Shirley Scickel, Shirley Boring, 
Charles Gergai Senior, Bill 
Linniewicz, Ed Wulz, and Phil 
Gance will serve as directors of 
the Woodcrest Association until 
an election is held after the re- 
incorporation. The group is 
expected to discuss details of the 
new association at the next meet- 
ing. 

,"We have taken the first step," 
said Linniewicz. "Next we will 
notify everyone and hold a mem- 
bership meeting as soon as we 
have more facts.

"I pulled across the street," 
Peters continued, "and I copied, 
down the license plate number. I 
yelled for them to stop, but they 
ignored me, got into the truck, 
and took off." 

Peters then contacted the 
Sheriffs Department by phone. 
According to Peters, she was told 
that it' would be taken to the 
States Attorney's office on 
Monday. 

However, by Tuesday, neither 
Peter's nor Judy Martini had been 



contacted by the States 
Attorney's office; 

"No one has contacted me," 
said Peters. "Since 1 was an eye- 
witness, you would think they 
would contact me." 

Martini was very upset by loss 
of signs in this campaign. She 
had even offered a reward of 
$1,000 for any information that 
resulted in. the conviction of the 
sign destroyers. 

Peters, however, has refused 
any reward. She feels it was her 
civic duty.

"I understand the importance 
senior citizens place on indepen- 
dence, mobility and safety," Ryan 
said. "This program provides a 
comfortable, risk-free and enjoy- 
able place for senior citizens to 
practice their driving skills." 

The Rules of the Road Review 
Course covers basic traffic safety 
information and Illinois laws. 
Following the course, partici- 
pants successfully Completing 
the vision examination will 
receive a certificate valid for 
three months on drivers license 
renewals. 

The driving simulators, which 



duplicate the driver's scat of a 
car, take senior citizens through 
a variety of everyday driving situ- 
ations, measuring such skills as 
braking, signaling and speed 
control. 

Once the individual has com- 
pleted the program, secretary of 
state staff members review the 
results, pointing out safety tips to 
remember when on the road. 

While recommended, the 
Rules of the Road Review Course 
is not required for a driver to take 
part in the simulation program. 

The Rules of the Road Review 
Course will be held on March 21

County Sheriffs Department is 
offering the "Arc You OK?" pro- 
gram, which is a computer based 
telephone system that phones 
living atone, infirm seniors or 
physically challenged adults at a 
prc-dctcrmincd time each day. 

Upon the party's answer, the 
computer voice announces, "This 
is the Lake County Sheriffs Arc 
You OK? telephone reassurance 
system. If you arc OK, please 
hang up the phone now and have 
a good day, If there is a problem, 
stay on the line and sheriffs per- 
sonnel will be with you immedi- 
ately." 

According tp'Takc County 
Deputy Martin Smith, the pro- 
gram is designed for somebody 



who docs not have someone to 
check on them. 

"It's a way to prolong some- 
one's independence," Smith said. 
"They can feel a lot more secure 
at home." 

Since its induction on March 
1, 35 people have subscribed to 
the service. 

In addition, Smith said there 
arc 17 volunteers from the Lake 
County Advocacy Program who 
arc assisting the Sheriffs depart- 
ment in identifying interested 
persons in need of the service. 

The department also collects 
vital information such as the per- 
son's name, address, doctor, next 
of kin, clergy, medical history and 
other emergency contacts. All the 



information appears on a com- 
puter screen when an. emergency 
arises. 

"We have a list of people as a 
back up to check on them," Smith 
said, adding that the Sheriffs 
Office will dispatch the local 
police department if the other 
contacts arc unavailable. 

If the telephone is not 
answered, Smith said, the com- 
puter automatically recalls the 
party five more times.

LAKE ZURICH— Village trustees are giving pri- 
vate wells another look after two of the village's 
biggest retailers and developers voiced concerns 
against capping or taxing the ones they own. The 
two wells are used strictly for landscape watering 
purposes, as was the one proposed by Lake Zurich 
Theater owner Tom Rhyan. Village officials contend 
they spent a lot of money on water and sewer 
improvements and are In the business of selling 
water. As the village has the ability to sell water, it 
can either cap or tax the wells. Village 
Administrator John F. Dixon said they could cither 
charge the regular pumping fee for the wells, charge 
a yearly fee or cap the wells and make them tap-on 
to the village water main if they are approximately 
300 feet away. Both Rhyan and John A. Sfirc, owner 
of a well at the Village Square shopping center at 
Routes 12 and 22, said the village could not supply 
the necessary pressure to push water to the ends of 
their properties. The issue will be further reviewed 
at the April 11 committcc-of-the-whole meeting.

By electing to establish two permanent drop-off loca- 
tions for hazardous household wastes, the Solid Waste 
Agency of Lake County (SWALGO) is putting a "toe in 
the water" for the future difficult and politically explo- 
sive job of selecting permanent landfill sites. 

SWALCO Executive Dir. Andrew Qujgley feels that 
drop-off points near Waukegan and Lake Zurich would 
be ideal for complying with requirements to collect 
materials like solvents, household cleaners, old paint, 
oil, auto coolant and other materials that are toxic or 
flammable. 

At the drop offs, dangerous materials would be stored 
temporarily in specially lined and ventilated trailers 
until professional haulers can remove the goods for per- 
manent disposal that complies with environmental 
requirements. 

The way stations for hazardous materials make it 
unnecessary to dispose dangerous products in landfills, 
if SWALCO can site the drop offs successfully, Lake 
County will be the first to establish a countywide collec- 
^tionfecilityv

Prevent 'hopscotch*

Apparently, seven of the 11 members of the Lake 
County Regional Planning Commission don't think 
the zoning ordinances, as comprehensively amend- 
ed and adopted by the Lake County Board on 
December 2, 19flft, aren't worth the paper they arc 
printed on! 

The Lake County map indicates that the Grainger 
property in Mettawa is zoned as "Rural Estated 
District." As described on page 2-4 of the ordi- 
nances, section 2302, "The Rural Estate District is 
intended to permanently protect the integrity of 
. large geographic areas which have predominantly 
and historically been developed for low density, 
large lot single family residential use. In order to 



provide maximum protection to the existing resi- 
dential property values. ..new development must be 
fully compatible and conform with the existing large 
lot, single family character of these areas." 

It goes on to say, "This District is not expected to 
be subject to rczoning to higher intensities in the 
future. It is intended to be built as zoned." - 

It was that way under local Mettawa control and 
is that way under Lake County control. While the 
greedy side of me says it would be great to get 
Grainger's tax dollars for the schools in District 103 
and 125, where I reside, the side of me with integri- 
ty says 1 can't be bought off with these tax-dollars 
and some forest preserve land. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals and the Lake 
County Board should stick to the plan and heed the 
wishes of the surrounding, communities, with the 
exception of Vernon Mills. Deny the zoning change 
and immediately prevent Vernon Hills from hop- 
scotching the forest preserve by allowing Mettawa 
to annex that forest preserve west of Grainger, with 
written assurances that Mettawa will never change 
the zoning from five acres residential should they 
regain control in the future of that property. 

You have the power to do so, how about exercis- 
ing it.

A time for statesmanship

It has become increasingly clear as the Graingcr- 
zoning saga plows onward, that the Lake County 
Board members may feci increasingly pressured. 
On the one side, as County Board members they are 
under obligation to the voters to make proper land 
use decisions. On the other side, as Forest Preserve 
Commissioners they are asked to consider the large 
grunt of lands, proposed by Grainger and contin- 
gent upon giving Grainger the re-zoning they have 
requested. 

It is also clear that the attitude of the people who 
live in Lake Forest, Mcttawa, and Lincolnshire, the 
LML Agreement area, remains steadfastly opposed 
to the Grainger re-zoning, and that the 23,000 plus 
voters who live in this area would feel betrayed by a 
County Board which voted to compromise the way 
of life in these communities by presiding over the 
dissection of the Lake County Comprehensive Plan 
in exchange for a "free bee" for the Forest Preserve 
District. 

The County Board has a responsibility to protect 
the way of life we have come to cherish in Lake 
County. It has a responsibility to protect the 
Comprehensive Plan and the Lake County Zoning 
Ordinance which enforces that plan. The criteria for 
amending that plan place the burden on the appli- 
cant, and in our opinion, arc not met by the 



Grainger petition: those criteria specifically place 
the public interest oyer that of the applicant! The 
long term effects on the Comprehensive Plan and 
on the Lake County Zoning Ordinance of the grant- 
ing of this petition would be devastating destruc- 
tive. Excessive office development and traffic will 
result in an area already surrounded by high densi- 
ty development. No communtity would be safe if 
this precedent were set. People would be unable to 
buy property in Lake County with any assurance 
that their life style, their investment in their homes, 
the character of their communities would be pre- 
served. 

The time has come for the Lake County Board to 
demonstrate the kind of creative thinking that 
would both protect local and county zoning ordi- 
nances and yet make it possible for Grainger to 
move to Lake County. Instead of considering a scut- 
tling of the Comprehensive Plan, they should be 
looking for ways to encourage Grainger to find a 
suitable, non-controversial site (there arc more 
than enough available) here in Lake County. 

The time for rhetoric and posturing has passed. 
Now it the time for statcmanship. Can this County 
Board and its leadership measure up to what its con- 
stituents have a right to expect? I sincerely hope so.

If you had to dip Into your own 
pocket to pay for Job-related travel 
costs/ the Illinois CPA Society says you 
may qualify for a tax deduction on your 
1993 tax return, 

^Unreimbursed travel expenses are 
considered miscellaneous Itemized 
deductions and are deductible to the 
extent that your total miscellaneous ex- 
penses exceed two percent of your 
adjusted gross Income (AGO. 

Out-of-town meetings 

Generally, you can deduct transr 
portatlon expenses, such as gasoline, 
tolls, parking fees or train or taxi fares. 
Incurred to meet with customers and 
clients, 

You may also deduct business travel, 
hotel and meal costs while away from 
home. You are not considered away 
from your home unless your duties re- 
quire you to be away substantially 
longer than a regular working day and 
It Is reasonable for you to need sleep or 
rest. On your 1 993 tax return, you may 
deduct 80 percent of your meal ex- 
penses. On one-day business trips, you 
may not deduct the cost of your meals 
unless they qualify as business meals. 

Traveling between two jobs 

If you hold down two Jobs, you may 
take a tax deduction for the cost of 



traveling between them. However, If 
you return home In-between Jobs, you 
may not take a tax deduction for the 
costs associated with traveling to your 
second Job. 

Temporary work assignments 

If you're given a temporary Job as- 
signment away from home, you may 
deduct transportation, lodging and 
meal costs. Although the tax law does 
not provide a clear definition of "tem- 
porary," it does distinguish between 
'temporary' and 'Indefinite' assign-^ 
ments. If you accept a Job for a long 
but Indeterminate amount of time, it is 
generally considered "indefinite' and 
you do not qualify for a travel deduc- 
tion. However, If you take an assign- 
ment for a specified period of time, it Is 
generally considered "temporary.' Be 
aware, too, that beginning with the 
1993 tax year. If your Job assignment at 
a single location is for a year or more, 
It's not considered temporary and 
you're not eligible for a tax deduction. 

Travel to schools and seminars 

If you are employed or self-em- 
ployed and take a course to maintain 
or Improve your Job skills, you may 
qualify to take a tax deduction for the 
travel costs to attend the course. When 
you attend a course after work, you

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Tax breaks offer some relief from cost of raising children 



If you have children, you may be 
entitled to Important tax deductions 
and credits on your 1993 tax return, 
says the Illinois CPA Society. Before 
filing your tax return, be sure you 
consider the following. 
Dependency Exemption 

. Generally, you can claim your 
children as dependents on your tax 
return as long as you provided more 
than half of their total support. In 
addition, your children must be U.S. 
citizens and under age 19 or full-time 
students under age 24 at the close of 
1993. However you may claim 
exemptions for children over age 19 
who are not full-time students, or for 
full-time students over age 24, If they 
have less than $2,350 of gross Income 
for the year. Each dependent 
exemption Is worth $2,350 on your 1993 
tax return. 

Be aware that children cannot 
claim a personal exemption on their 



own tax returns If either parent claims 
them as a dependent. 
Child care credit 

If you paid someone to care for 
your child so you and your spouse 
could work or look for work, you may 
be entitled to a valuable tax. credit. For 
parents with adjusted gross Income 
(AGI) of $10,000 or less, the credit Is 
equal to 30 percent of employment- 
related dependent care expenses. The 
amount of the credit Is decreased by . 
one percent for each $2,000 (or part 
thereof) of adjusted gross Income In 
excess of $10,000, until it decreases to 
20 percent of taxpayers with AGIs of 
over $28,000. 

The maximum amount of 
employment-related child care 
expenses that can be taken Into 
account for the credit is $2,400 for one 
child, and $4,800 for two or more 
qualifying Individuals. Employment 
related expenses may not exceed your

Jo© America: "But If I do that, don't I 
have to wait until I'm 591/2 before I 
can start making withdrawals?" 

Financial Planner: "No, you can start 



taking money out of an IRA whenever 
you want and not pay a penalty. All 
you have to do is take It out In 
substantially equal payments based on 
your life expectancy or your Joint life 
expectancy or your Joint life 
expectancy with your IRA beneficiary. 
In your case, Joe America, that's your 
wife. And you only have to stick with 
that schedule for five years or until you 
reach age 59 1/2, whichever comes 
later.

percent a year, or 8 percent a year?" 

Financial Planner: "Yes. that's 
another method you can use. but If 
you do that you have to take the same 
dollar amount each year— again, for 
five years or until you reach 591/2, 
whichever Is later. And remember, we, 
don't have a crystal ball so our guess 
as to what's reasonable Is only a guess. 
For example, the stock market has 
returned an average of around 10 
percent a year over the long haul. But 
that's an average. It's done better, 
and It's done worse. Whatever 
assumption you make should be a 
conservative one. You don't want to 
outlive your money. Why not base your 
withdrawals on the amounts that are 
actually In your account— at least until 
you're 59 1/2?

had children living at home for more 
than hajf of 1993 may qualify for the ' 
earned Income credit. You may be 
entitled to a basic credit up to $1,434 If 
you have one qualifying; child and 
$1,511 for two or more children If your 
earned Income and your adjusted 
gross Income are less than certain 
limits. Here's more good news: If the 
credit Is larger than your tax, the 
difference Is refunded to .you. 

You may also qualify for a 5- 
percent supplemental young child 
credit If your child was under age one 
on December 31 , 1.993. In addition, a 6- 
percent health Insurance credit Is 
available If you provide health 
Insurance coverage for your qualifying 
children. Be aware that claiming the 
additional credit for a child under the 
age of one eliminates the infant a*d 
qualifying Individual for purposes of the 



child care credit, meaning that you 
cannot take a deduction for child care 
expenses incurred for that child so you 
can work. 
Modteal expenses 

Finally, don't forget that your 
dependents' medical expenses can 
also be claimed as- Itemized 
deductions. Since medical expenses 
are deductible to the extent that they 
exceed 7.5 percent of your adjusted 
gross Income, accurately calculating 
your dependents' medical expenses, 
such as fees paid to physicians, costs 
for eyeglasses or braces, health 
Insurance premiums, and travel to and 
from medical facilities, may help you to 
exceed that threshold and qualify for a 
tax deduction. 

CPAs point out that understanding 
the tax law can help parents adopt a 
smarter and more .cost-effective tax 
strategy.

Generally, ' for 

1993, single persons' 
65 or older do not 
have to file a federal 
income tax return If 
their Income Is less 
than $6,950. The limit 
for a married couple 
filing a joint return Is 
$11,600 if only one 
spouse Is 65 or older, and $12,300 If 
both spouses are 65 or older. Persons 
are considered age 65 on the day 
before their 65th birthday; therefore 
those who turned 65 on January 1, 

1994, are considered to be age 65 at 
the end of 1993. 

Anyone who Is 65 or older and does 
not Itemize- deductions can take 
advantage of a higher standard 
deduction than other taxpayers. For 
1993. $900 Is added to the regular 
standard deduction amount for 
qualifying unmarried Individuals who 
are 65 or older, plus another $900 If he 
or she Is blind. For those who are 
married filing Jointly or separately and 
for qualifying widows or widowers, the 
standard deduction Is Increased by

Tax refunds can be applied to reduce debt 



Behind on a federal debt? If you 
are expecting a tax refund, part or all 
of your refund could be applied to 
reduce that debt. 

You may be contacted by the IRS If 
money Is withheld from your tax refund 
to pay your past due child and/or 
spousal support payments, or other 
federal obligations such as student 
loans. The IRS can Identify the amount 
of the refund to be applied and the 
agencies that requested the refund 
offset. Contact the agencies Involved 
In the offset to discuss discrepancies. 
The IRS cannot resolve them. 

Spouses who do not have any 
federal debts or owe child and/or 
spousal support payments, and file a 
Joint Income tax return with a spouse 
who does, can be considered an 
"Injured spouse." An injured spouse 
can file Form 8379, "Injured Spouse 
Claim and Allocation," to receive his or 
her share of the refund that would 
otherwise be used to pay the other 



spouse's debt. Form 8379 can be filed 
with the Joint federal Income tax return, 
or separately If already filed. 

To be considered an'injured spouse, 
you must (1) file a Joint return, (2) have 
received income such as wages, 
Interest, etc., (3) have made tax 
payments such as federal Income tax 
withheld from wages or estimated tax 
payments, (4) report the Income and 
tax payments on the joint return, and 
(5) have an overpayment, all or part of 
which could be applied against the 
past-due amount. . Refunds that 
Involve community property states, In 
which all community property Is subject 
to the debts of either spouse, must be 
divided according to state law. The 
entire Joint refund is subject to "offset; 
and an Injured spouse claim cannot be : 
accepted by the IRS. 

•Those who may quality as an Injured 
spouse can call the IRS at 1 -(800)829- 
3676 to get Form 8379.

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McNulty Dancers to kick 
up their heels in Dublin

Barbara McNulty will be taking eight of her best 
Irish Dancers to Dublin next month to strut their 
stuff at the All-World Championships of Irish Step 
Dancing, April 3 through 10. A tradition in Lake 
County for more than 20 years, the McNulty Irish 
Dancers will perform two group dances, and one 
particularly talented student will dance in 
solo competition. 

Kelly Morton of Mundclcin has 
qualified for the international compe- 
tition seven times, said studio owner 
Barbara McNulty, but it wasn't always 
feasible for her to go. 

"It's not something I encourage 
because it's during school," said 
McNulty. "If that's not the direction they 
want to take, it's enough for them to be in 
regional competition." 

This year, though. McNulty feels that since most 
of the girls have been students for 10 or 12 years, 
"it's a nice culmination for all the years they've 
danced." 

* Kelly began dancing at age 4 and did compete in 
Dublin when she was 9. She remembers being thor- 
oughly intimidated by the number of dancers at that 
event. Now, at 16, she and McNulty both feel it's 
time for her to go back. 

"She'd like to give it one last try," said McNulty. 
The eight girls placed fifth at the regional com- 
petition held in Cleveland, 
Ohio, over Thanksgiving 
weekend. They have been 
selling candy to raise 
money to pay their way to 
Dublin, said McNulty. The 
talented group includes 
Julie Lynch and Alicia 
Rosenthal, both from 
Libcrtyville, Kathleen 

Brown of Round Lake, 
Laura Andrzcjcwski of 
Island Lake, Nicole Smith 
of Arlington Heights, Katie 
Olson of Lake Forest and 
Bridget Lcmieux of 
Elrnhurst. 

The students spend at 
least two hours a week in 
lessons, and many more 
practicing on their own. 
McNulty uses space at 
Danccntcr North and has 
additional studios in 
Mundclcin and Ingleside. 

The group dance compe- 
tition will include two 
dances. "Ccili," a tradition- 
al dance that has been 
passed down through the 
years, is compulsory in the 




world competition. It is included to ensure that the 
art will not be lost. The second number is a figure 
dance choreographed to a story that must have an 
Irish theme. 

"It's very competitive," said McNulty. 

In the solo competition, Morton will submit two 
soft shoe dances, much like ballet, and two' hard 
shoe dances. Seven judges from all over the 
world select one of each for the dancer to 
perform. If she is selected to continue, the 
process is repeated with different 
dances. The scores are tallied and 
between one-fourth and one-Half ; of ' 
the dancers arc brought back for final 
competition. The individual competi- 
tion may include up to 200 dancers, 
said McNulty, and takes about sue to 
eight hours. 
Morton is looking forward to going back to 
Ireland and says she feels more comfortable this 
time. 

"Last year I didn't compete (in the district)," she 
said. "When I came back this year 1 didn't think I did 
as well as I did. It surprised me and everyone else." 

Dancers perform steps according to their ability, 
said Morton, McNulty forms the dances around the 
techniques the girls can do well so each girl is the 
best she can be, 

When the decision was made for the group to go 
to Ireland, McNulty encouraged Morton to compete 
as a solo. The girls had never danced as a group in 
international competition. 

"We're all best friends," Morton said of the 
group. "We get to sec each other a lot. We've been 
together Four or five years; we practice together a 
couple times a month." 

"There's a lot of practicing," she admitted, "but 
it's a lot of fun." 

"I want to keep it fun, on the lighter side," said 
McNulty. "But I expect them to strive for the best" 

Many of the girls have roots in Ireland. Anne 
Andr/cjcwski, mother of Laura, was born in 
Watcrford, and the family has visited there numer- 
ous times. The 17-ycar-old Wauconda High School 
senior will have a host of Irish relatives cheering her 
on. 

Julie Lynch traveled to her father's native land 
when she was very young and remembers little. 

"It's really great that we get to go," said the 16- 
ycar-old junior from Libcrtyville High School. "I 
haven't been there since I was little." 

The daughter or Tom and Sharon Lynch of 
Libcrtyville loves traveling with the Irish Dancers 
and has been involved for about eight years. 

"We go all over and it's run meeting a lot of peo- 
ple," she said. 

The most difficult trick to being a dancer, she 
confessed, is learning and remembering the steps to 
the traditional dance, particularly the hand move- 
ments. 

She agrees that all the girls have become fast

The announcement by the Chicago-based man- 
ufacturer of pharmaceuticals, nutritional s, diagnos- 
tics, and hospital products followed release of a 
National Institutes of Health Consensus Statement 
on the causative role of the bacterium, known as 
Helicobacter pylori (H. pylori), In peptic ulcer dis- 
ease. , 

Clarithromycin, a broad-spectrum antibiotic, 
currently is marketed in the. U.S. under the trade 
name Biaxin® for the treatment of respiratory tract 
Infections, skin and skin structure infections, and 
the AIDS-rclated infection known as disseminated 
Mycobacterium avium complex. The company 
"expects to fdc a supplemental new drug applica- 
tion to seek approval for the use of clarithromycin 
against H. pylori within the next 12 months," said 
Paul Q ark, senior vice president, pharmaceutical 
operations. 

According to the N1H Consensus Statement, 
there is now substantial evidence to indicate that H. 
pylori infection (In the absence of other precipitat- 
ing factors) is causally related to the development of 
most peptic ulcers, and that persistent infection 
accounts for the high rates of ulcer recurrence. The 
goal of ulcer treatment, therefore, should be to 
resolve symptoms, heal the ulcer, and eradicate H. 
pylori. 

"Eradication of H. pylori profoundly affects the 
natural history of duodenal ulcer disease/said 



Richard II. Hunt, professor of gastroenterology, 
McMastcr University Medical Centre. Dr. Hunt told 
the NIH Consensus Development Conference that 
reducing the rate of ulcer recurrence "has enor- 
mous cost effectiveness and quality of life Implica- 
tions that require further evaluation." 

Unfortunately, eradication of H. pylori has 
proven difficult. None of the standard therapeutic 
- agents for ulcers has significant effect on the bacte- 
ria; and no drug used alone has achieved adequate 
eradication rates. 

Results of Abbott research suggest that the com- 
bination of clarithromycin with the anti-ulcer agent 
omeprazole may prove useful. This large, controlled 
study compared the efficacy and safety of the com- 
bination of clarithromycin and omeprazole versus 
omeprazole alone. In this study, patients treated 
with clarithromycin (for two weeks) combined with 
omeprazole (for four weeks) showed H. pylori erad- 
ication rates of 83 percent. 

Additional data from this trial showed that the 
prevalence of ulcers six months after treatment was 
4 percent among patients treated with clar- 
ithromycin and omeprazole, versus 55 percent in 
the group of patients who received omeprazole 
alone, suggesting that eradication of H. pylori may 
reduce the rate of ulcer recurrence. 

Additional Abbott studies to evaluate the safety 
and effectiveness of the combination of clar- 
ithromycin and ulcer drugs in the treatment of H. 
pylori infection are now underway in the U.S. and 
Europe. The NIH Consensus Development Panel 
called for further research and well-controlled clin- 
ical trials to develop a drug regimen that is consis- 
tently effective, convenient and well- tolerated.

Congress usually isn't known for making 
life simpler for the rest of us. But one of the 
few bright spots in the new tax law is that mak- 
ing of quarterly estimated tax payments is easi- 
er now than It has been in the last few years. 
This is especially true for upper-income tax- 
payers whose income fluctuates annually. 
.For 1994, If your adjusted gross income 
(AGI) is above $150,000 ($75,000 if married fil- - 
ing separately), you can avoid underpayment 
penalties by making quarterly estimates 
totalling 110% of your 1993 tax or 90% of your 
1994 tax. if your AGI is $150,000 or less, you 
can pay either 100% of your 1993 tax or 90% of 
your 1994 tax The 1 10% and 100% payments 
of the prior year's tax are often called "safe har- 
bors." Adhering to these percentages guards 
against penalties for underpayment. 

The 110% safe harbor replaces the complex 
requirement which still applied to certain tax- 
payers in 1993, To avoid underpayment penal* 
ties in 1993, you had to prepay at least 90% of 
your actual 1993 tax if ( 1 ) your 1993 adjusted 
gross income exceeded $75,000, (2) your 1993 
modified AGI exceeded your 1992 AGI by more 
than $40,000, and (3) you paid or should have 
paid estimated taxes in 1990, 1991, and 1992. 
Determining the correct payment each quarter 
.was difficult and time consuming. . 

Whatever your income, you can pay your 
taxes through withholding, quarterly estimates, 
or both. You always avoid underpayment 
penalties by paying your full tax liability 
throughout the current tax year. 

The 1994 estimated tax payment due dates 
arc aprihlS, 1994; June 15, 1994; September 15, 




1994; and January 16, 
1995. When you're finaliz- 
ing your 1993 taxes, don't 
forget your first 1994 esti- 
mated tax payment And if 
you made a state estimat- 
ed tax payment for 1992 in 
January 1993, don't forget 
to use, that as a deduction 
on your 1993 income tax return. 

It should also be noted that any underpay- 
ment which was caused solely by the changes 
In the tax law effective for 1993 will not be sub- 
ject to underpayment penalties. A taxpayer 
can also elect to pay the increase in tax in three 
annual installments. Married individuals with ' 
taxable income of $140,000 and singles having 
taxable income over $1 15,000 have the most 
potential. for having an underpayment-situa- 
tion created by the 1993 tax law and may want 
to consider paying any additional tax via the 
installment option.

Society (ISMS) and Blue 
Gross/ Blue Shield of Illinois 
(BC/BSI} have achieved a new 
understanding on the issue of 
clinical practice guidelines, lead- 
ers of both organizations 
announced today. 

After in-depth discussions 
between ISMS and BC/BSI lead- 
ership, both organizations have 
reaffirmed their mutual support 
for scientifically sound and clini- 
cally relevant practice guidelines 
to improve the quality of patient 
care, according to BC/BSI Senior 
Vice President C. Jonathan 
Shattuck and ISMS Chairman of 
the Board Jcre E. Freidheim, M.D. 

Practice guidelines arc med- 
ical tools for reference and use by 
physicians, detailing standard, 
medically recognized treatments 
for various ailments and condi- 
tions.

Easing Your Tax Burden 



Filing early has no effect on being audited 



There are giant alligators living In 
the sewers under Chicago; monsters 
really do hide under the bed; and If- 
you file early you are sure to be 
audited. 

Most people know the first two 
examples are clearly myths and 
dismiss them as nonsense. Yet many of 
these same people believe that filing 
your tax return early will Increase your 
chances of being audited. I'd like to 
devote this column to debunking this 
myth and many others our customers 
have shared with me over the years. 

The fact Is, when you file has no 
effect on your chances of being 
audited. IRS computers score every 
return based on various entries and 
their relationship to one another. These 
scores are presently the primary way 
we select returns for audit. 
Programmers develop the formulas 
for this system before the tax year 
starts and apply them to all returns filed 



that year. The return you file In February 
gets the same score It would get If you 
filed an extension and filed In June. 

In recent years less than half the 
returns had the peel-off name label 
from the flier's tax package attached. 
Some people believe that the label Is 
also linked to audit selection. The truth 
Is, the label has no secret codes. Your 
instruction book even has an Illustration 
explaining all the label's contents. 
Using your label will help reduce the 
chance for error, cuts the processing 
cost, and best of all speeds up your 
refund If you are getting one. 

I've often heard people say that 
the tax law Is so complex that most 
people need professional help. In 
fact Just over half of all taxpayers 
prepare their own returns. We are 
constantly trying to make filing taxes 
easier for you. For example, this year 
there Is a revised Form lCMOEZthat can 



now be used by married taxpayers 
without dependents who file Jointly, The 
1O40EZ Is a ■10-line form Instead of the 
33-llne Form 1040A. For those doing 
their own returns, we offer both live 
assistance and recorded tax tapes by 
phone. We also have year round 
offices for walk In assistance and 
hundreds of volunteer sites open 
during the tax season. 

Another myth Is that If you call our 
tax help line at 1-800-829-1040, we will 
take a closer look at your tax return. 
IRS asslstors do hot ask callers for their 
names or social securl-ty numbers, 
unless needed to resolve a tax 
account matter. We also do not have 
the caller ID system. 

I've also heard, from people who 
think. you must be a minimum age to 
file a tax return, or that once you reach 
a certain age you can stop filing. Still 
others think, that once you file you must 
keep filing If you have any Income, h 



fact, there are specific Income 
thresholds that determine whether you 
must file, depending on your filing 
status. The amounts change each 
year because of Inflation adjustments 
and are higher for those age 65 or 
over. Over a million low Income tax 
returns are filed unnecessarily each 
year, with the largest group coming 
from those 65 or older. 

During 1993, we contacted most 
senior .citizen groups and centers to 
make those over 65 aware that they 
may not have to file tax returns. We 
are continuing that effort.

Q.' I have been unemployed for the past 7 months and for the 
first few months 1 searched actively. Friends tell me that I 
seem to be procrastinating and that I am lacking enthusiasm. 
My unemployment compensation will be running out soon 
and with the job market the way that it is, 1 seem to need new 
direction. I find myself sleeping until late morning, and by that 
lime I tell myself it's too late to start calling companies. I make 
appointments for interviews and find myself making excuses 
for why I shouldn't go. I make the attempt to go through the 
newspapers each day and make calls for appointments lo inter- 
view but I believe I need a kick What can you suggest for 
someone in a slump? 

A: Know that your problem is a common one. It is best to 
bring yourself to understand that unemployment compensa- 
tion is not "vacation pay". Yes, you definitely appear to be in 
a slump. Start by setting your alarm clock tomorrow morning 
lo awake at 6:30 a.m. Get yourself up and out of the house to 
take a brisk walk or exercise to get your "adrenaline pumping 
(kind of like gelling your engine started). Make tomorrow (not 
the day after) the day for a change. Go through your closet and 
lake out your best interviewing suit or outfit suitable for inter- 
viewing. Make sure that it is clean and pressed so you are sure 
to look fresh and make a clean impression. Next take a look in 
the minor. Do you like what you see? If you feel you need to 
get your appearance in order (haircut, etc..) do so. If you are 
short of the cash it takes to get this done.look in the local yel- 
low pages for a beauty school. Most often they will give you 
a cut and style free of charge or for a minimal fee as they have 
students training for their licenses. Do not be afraid... these 
students are supervised by professionals. Take a look at your 
resume... (after 7 months of being unemployed, you should 
have one) be sure that it is updated.* Check for errors, proof- 
read...proofread...proofrcad. Errors are most unacceptable, 
Don t sit at home sending resumes through the mail. This is an 
exercise in futility after this length of time unemployed. Your 
time will be better spent if tonight you sit and circle those ads 
that you see in the paper that you can be prepared to call on for 
an interview first thing tomorrow morning. Set a specific 
amount of time to be on the telephone. Get those interviews set 
up, leaving yourself time to get from one to the other. Try to 
avoid any overlapping, Set appointments only if you intend to 
keep them. Don'i waste other people's time...you have already 
wasted enough time of your own. Make sure before inter- 
viewing that vou have a good, healthy, "I want to work" atti- 
tude. Network!! Let friends and relatives and anyone who may 
be of help know that you are avidly seeking employment. If 
you make a change in yourself, the rest will fall into place.

Emmons School to get new addition to ease crowding

The extreme overcrowding at 
Emmons School District is soon 
to be relieved. Voters have 
approved the building addition 
referendum for $1.4 million. The 
referendum passed easily by a 
large majority of 62.56 percent. 

"Wc are very happy," said 
Superintendent Matt Tabar. "A 
big thanks to all the parents who 
worked on the referendum and 
especially to Debbie Dicmer and 
Barb Comstock. Wc tried to run 
an open and positive campaign. 
The strategy was very successful. " 



Emmons School currently has 
12-full sized classrooms, one 
multi-purpose room used as a 
lunch room, gymnasium and 
stage, and a portable classroom 
unit and is simply bursting at the 
scams... Teachers have offices in 
closets, band Is taught precari- 
ously on the stage, a combination 
third and fourth grade was creat- 
ed to handle additional students, 
and the coatrooms have been 
moved out into the hall to allow 
for more classroom space. 

The district has experienced 
a large increase in its enrollment 
this year. - According to Tabar, 



the increases arc a result of 
homeowner turn-over of existing 
homes and new homeowners in . 
the Heron .Harbor and Fairway 
Estates subdivisions. 

Emmons instituted numer- 
ous changes before going to the 
taxpayers. Community 

Committees have spent the past 
several years looking for solu- 
tions to the Emmons overcrowd- 
ing situation. In 1990, the school 
undertook a life safety project 
that added two additional class- 
rooms. Administrators increased 
the class size as well as added the 
relocatable classroom. Presently, 



the portable classrooms hold the 
school's library as well as some 
special education classes. 
Essentially, Emmons has run out 
of space. 

Officials even considered 
using the gymnasium for class- 
rooms. The school would then 
build a pole barn to house .the 
gym. However, that plan was not 
really practical. ' 

. "it was not a viable idea, " said 
Tabar. "It turned out not to be 
much cheaper than our building 
plan." 

After trying almost every fea- 



sible alternative to combat the 
space problem the school board 
authorized this referendum. 

.Construction is expected to 
begin in the very near future. The 
foundation will be sub-bidded 
first while the architect will con- 
tinue to work on the final plans. 
The project is expected to be 
complete in August of 1995. 

"The next year will be a tough 
year with the overcrowding,", 
cautioned Tabar. "But, just 
knowing wc only have to go 
through it for one year will help 
us get through."

"We are looking at class sizes 
of 36 to 38 in the elementary 
school for'next year," Hochschild 
said. . . . "People have to recog- 
nize with growth in our commu- 
nity wc arc looking at increased 
class sizes." 

the $2.9 million bond refer- 
endum would have been used for 
a 20-classroom addition to the 
middle school. The education 
. fund increase was to be 30 cents 
per $100 to attack the deficit 



which is at $400,000 and will like- 
ly grow to $600,000. 

The' board had already made 
$600,000 in cuts in non-academic 
areas. The board, may have to 
consider funds in programs for 
the students. 

There are presently 1,901 
approved new planning units and 
officials expect about 900 new 
elementary students. 

Hochschild said the board 
will have to evaluate the decision 
made by the voters and make 
decisions accordingly. She said 
the board will consider bringing 
the referendum issue back again 
in the fall. 

The referendum campaign 
was stymied by what Hochschild 
feels was a lack of time to present 
the issues to enough voters. She 
said if the board had more time 
the results may change. 

"We stated our purpose and 
goals with what resources wc 
had. We were working against 
time. If wc had the time to really 
talk with more people it may have 
made the difference."

O'Reilly, who served on the 
County Board from 1988 to 1992, 
called Newton's victory a "land- 
slide." 



"The voters spoke and made 
their choice," O'Reilly said. 

She also commented on the 
District 1 and District 10 races, 
where longtime board members 
Jim Fields and Colin McRae were, 
upset by Judy Martini and Diana 
O'Kelly. 

"It will be Interesting to see 
the makeup of the board," 
O'Reilly said. She went on to wish 
Newton well in her second term. 

Newton credited her win to 
teamwork across the board. Her 
support was threefold, she said, 
ranging from her pack of volun- 
teers, to her Republican precinct 
endorsements and to her con- 
stituent support. 

"The bottom line for me is 
that my personal style of repre- 
sentation has been endorsed," 
said Newton, adding that she will 
continue her style of representa- 
tion by maintaining her quarterly 
update meetings with each vil- 
lage in her district and bringing 
"government back to the peo- 
ple."

ties with the Sheriffs 
Department and the State's 
Attorney Office. 

She said the system will allow 
municipalities to track the move- 
ment of gangs by having up-to- 
date computer files on the 
record, habits and trails of gang 
members. 

"If a gang member from 
North Chicago moves to 
Mundclein," she said, 
"Mundeleln knows before they 
get there" 

She also said she looks for- 
ward to working with the new 
freshmen board members. 

"It's going to be nice hot to be 
a freshman," Newton said. 
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
